I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  ccnr^itions  of  the  Borough  of  YiTareham  for  the 
year  1949. 

The  Report  is  sot  rub  in  sections  in  the  following  order t- 
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The  health  of  the  Borough  was  satisfactory  throughout  the 
year,  and  thoro  was  no  outbreak  of  sorious  infectious  disease* 

Apart  from  measles  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  slight, 
and  no  deaths  wore  recorded* 

The  provision  of  suitable  housing  accommodation  still  remains 
the  most  urgent  problem  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Council,  and 
although  good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  building  of  now  houses 
it  will  bo  some  appreciable  time  before  the  demand "for  improved 
housing  conditions  in  the  Borough  will  bo  satisfied* 

During  the  past  years  reference  has  been  made  in  my  Annual 
Reports  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  arrangements  for  dealing  with  tho 
sewage  disposal,  and  I  recommend  tho  Council  to  obtain  specialist 
engineering  advice  as  to  tho  best  method  of  improving  tho  existing 
disposal  works. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  tho  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  and  tho  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  other  Officers  of  tho  Council  for  their  help  and  co¬ 
operation  during  the  yoarc

This  lack  of  accommodation  makes  action,  for  tho  removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  nood  of  care  and  attention  under  Section  47  of  tho  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  by  tho  Council,  as  tho  appropriate  authority,  almost 
impossible#  No  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  tho  Act  during  the  year# 
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SANITARY  QIRCmJSTAMCES  OF  TliE  AREA 
?fater  Supply 


There  has  been  no  alteration  to  the  source  of  water,  or  to  the  area 
supplied,  during  the  year# 

The  water  supply  is  from  two  wells  at  Worgret  Heath,  over  half  a 
mile  from  the  Borough  boundary#  The  Old  Well  on  Worgret  Heath,  101  ft# 
above  O.D#  is  about  100  ft#  deep  in  the  Bagshot  Sand  and  Clay  Series, 
with  a  water  rest  level  of  11  ft#  The  Nevf  Well,  sunk  in  1940  in  the 

nearby  river  meadow,  is  30  ft.  deep  with  a  water  rest  level  of  25  ft# 

The  water  is  pumped  through  an  aerating  spray  to  a  concrete  tower, 

30  ft.  in  height,  where  it  is  dosed  with  limej  it  is  then  filtered 
through  Permutit  pressure  filters  at  10  lbs#  per  sq#  inch  and  chlorinated 
before  it  is  passed  into  concrete  reservoirs  with  a  capacity  of  320,000 
gallons • 

The  Old  Well  was  out  of  coLimission  during  the  year  owing  to  the  dis¬ 
mantling  of  machinery  preparatory  to  the  proposed  re-lining  of  the  well, 
which  had  become  necessary  owing  to  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  lining. 

A  commencemont  was  mado  late  in  tho  year  with  the  insertion  of  the  slotted 

1*9"  dia.  steel  lining  cylinders,  with  gravel  backing.  In  consequence 
of  this  work  the  New  (Electric  Well  was  in  constant  use. 

Tho  average  daily  consumption  of  water  is  approximately; - 

130,000  gallons,  of  which  14,500  gallons  is  supplied  to  the  railway# 

In  addition  to  supplying  tho  Borough,  water  is  also  supplied  to  a  number 
of  houses  in  the  Bestwall  and  Worgret  areas  of  the  adjoining  Rural  District# 

Mains  were  extended  to  serve  new  houses  erected  on  tho  Be  re  Regis  Road 
Housing  Site,  and  new  services  supplied  to  the  Cockpits  Site. 

Tho  water  supply  wa-s  adequate  during  the  year  and  its  quality  was 
satisfactory#

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Seworage  and  Drainage 

There  were  no  ma;jor  extensions  or  alterations  to  the  sewerage  system 
during  the  year* 

In  addition  to  serving  the  Borough  the  sewerage  sjrstem  receives 
drainage  from  24  houses  on  the  Bestwall  Estate,  which  is  just  outside  the 
Borough  boundary# 

Storm  water,  as  far  as  is  practicetie,  is  excluded  from  the  sewerage 
system  and  is  drained  by  soakaway  pits  or  through  storm  water  drains  to 
the  rivers  Frome  and  Piddle# 

The  sewerage  works  consist  of  three  pimping  stations  situated  at 
South  Bestwall,  North  Bridge  and  Northport,  and  a  disposal w orks  situated 
on  8  acres  of  land  on  the  Borough  boundary  to  the  north-east  of  the  town# 
The  length  of  rising  mains  is  3,800  yards  and  provision  is  made  for  the 
chlorination  of  sewage  at  the  pumping  stations# 

The  disposal  works  consist  of 

A  Balancing  Tank,  capacity  7814  gallons.  D.W.F#  3  hours# 

Two  Dortmund  Tanks,  capacity  39,060  gallons#  D.ViT.F#  15  hours# 

Five  Sludge  Beds,  area- 5,250  sq.ft# 

An  area  of  approx.  5  acres  of  land  is  used  for  the  treatment 
of  the  effluent  flom  the  Dortmund  Tanks# 

The  effluent  from  the  Dortmund  Tanks  is  run  off  into  broad  trenches# 
These  trenches  have  been  constructed  in  a  very  irregular  pattern  and  the 
iThole  of  the  available  treatment  area  is  frequently  flooded  with  effluent 
there  being  an  overspill  of  untreated  effluent  into  an  adjacent  stream. 

It  appears  that  the  land  available  for  treatment  is  insufficient  and 
the  present  arrangement  for  distribution  of  the  effluent  is  not  the  most 
effective#  It  seems  that  eventually  at  least  some  of  the  effluent  must 
bo  dealt  with  by  other  methoi^s# 

One  temporary  sludge  bod  was  constructed,  and  plans  for  the  construe 
tion  of  tivo  new  sludge  drying  bods  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health, and  approved,  during  the  year#

Control  of  Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  no  licenced  sites  for  Moveable  Dwellings  in  the  Borough,  and 
no  licences  to  station  individual  Moveable  Dwellings  have  been  issued  during 
the  year. 

Rodent  Control 

The  Council’s  seworage  systems  were  systematically  treated  during  the 
course  of  the  year.  All  complaints  of  rats  and  mice  infestation  were  in¬ 
vestigated.  In  addition  food  promises  wore  treated  against  cockroach 
infestation. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Operator  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Operator  is  employed  by  the  South  East  Dorset 
Joint  Rodent  Control  Committee.  The  area  covered  in  addition  to  the  Wareham 
Borough  includes  the  V^areham  &  Furbock  Rural  District  and  the  Sxmnage  Urban 
District.

Undor  tho  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949  tho  Minister  of  Agriculture 
becomes  responsible  for  'bho  Registration  of  the  dairy  farms  and  persons 
carrying  on  tho  tra^o  of  dairy  farmer,  an^^  for  tho  enforcement  of  tho  regulations 
at  dairy  farms,  except  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  'diseases  cornmunicablo  to  man, 
which  are  tho  responsibility  of  tho  Local  Authority. 

Under  tho  Milk  Special  Designations  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised)  Milk 
Regulations,  1949  in  ftituro  tho  responsibility  f or  t  ho  granting  of  Dealers  ’  - 
that  is  Pasteurisers'  and  Sterilisers'  licences,  is  transferred  from  tho  Local 
Authority  to  tho  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  who  are  responsible  for  tho  execution 
and  enforcement  of  tho  Milk  Designations  Act.  Local  Authorities  remain  respon¬ 
sible  for  tho  granting  of  other  dealers'  licences  an-^  supplementary  licences. 

Under  the  Jlilk  Special  Designations  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949  tho 
designations  classed  are 'accredited '  and  'tuberculin  tested'.  The  use  of  tho 
designation  'accredited'  is  now  limited  to  a  period  of  five  years  from  tho 
ccanmoncomont  of  these  regulations,  that  is,  until  1st.  October,  1954.  Producers' 
licences  are  to  bo  granted  by  tho  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  Local 
Authorities  remain  responsible  for  the  granting  of  dealers'  and  supplementary 
licences  under  those  regulations.

Cowsheds  and  Dairies  wore  all  inspected,  15  visits  of  inspection  being 
made  during  tho  year.

Apart  from  measlos,  for  which  it  was  an  opidomio  yoar  with  129  casos 
notifiofl,  thoro  was  very  littlo  infectious  r^isoaso  in  the  Borough.  Thoro 
woro  no  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  during  the  yoar. 

Ono  caso  of  Sonno  Dystontory  was  notified  during  the  month  of  Novomhor. 
The  pationt  livod  and  worked  for  tho  greater  part  of  his  tine  outside  the 
district  and  only  spent  week-ends  in  Warohom.  Investigation  failed  to 
rovoal  any  local  source  of  infection  and  it  was  presumed  to  have  ooourrod 
outside  the  district. 

Visits  of  enquiry  are  made  in  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  and 
disinfection  and  other  appropriate  action  is  taken  for  tho  prevention  of 
spread  of  infectious  disease  when  necessary.
